THE RAILROADS. 


The condition of the railroads of the 


country, as exhibited in the pages of 
"Poor's Manual of the Railroads of too 
United States," jutt issued for the cur- 
rent year, is decidedly encouraging, and 
furnishes good reason for the strong 
tone M the stock market. "In onr 
present number," snys the introduction, 
"we are enabled for the first time in 
several years to leportavery decided 
recovery of the railway interest of the 
of the country from its recent exceed- 
ingly depressed condition. During the 
year ending December 31, 1878, 2,091 
miles of new line were opened, the total 
mileage in operation in the United 
States at that date being 81,841 miles. 
The construction of these routes has 
again been entered upon with renewed 
activity and spirit and is likely to con- 
tinue. As not ouo-half of our public 
domain is yet occupied, it is fair to as- 
sume that not one-half of our future 
railroad mileage has been built. 
Its 


construction will proceed rapidly till wo 
have a mileage exceeding twice its pres- 
ent extent. 
* 
" 
There have been 


constructed in the United States since 
the great crash of 1873, and within a 
period of five years, 11,563 miles of 
railroad. In the same time the increase 
of population in the country has equall- 
ed fully 7,000,000. The greater part of 
thisincreisc has been in the extreme 
Western anj in the mining States and 
Territories. 
A corresponding demand 


has been created for the products of 
manufacturing and commercial indus- 
tries of the Eastern States. Labor is in 
fact more productive in the new States 
»nd Territories than in the older States, 
With the general recovery witnessed on 
every hand, and with an enormous bal- 
ance of trade with foreign countries in 
our favor, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that Ue country, and particularly 
its railroads, has entered upon a career 
of unwonted prosperity." 


The gross earnings of all the roads 


whose operations have been reported are 
•tated as $490,103,361, nguinst $472,- 
80J.272 for 1877, an increase of $17,- 
194,089, or 3% per cent for the year. 
This increase has been wholly in freight 
earnings, the passenger earnings show- 
ng a slight decrease as compared with 
1877. Notwithstanding the decrease in 
transportation charges the earnings from 
freight increased $17,761,523, or 4.7 per 
cent, as compared with 1877. The in- 
crease has been confined to the Western 
States. The freight earning of the New 
England States show a 
decline of 


$2,23 3,249. or 9.9 per cent over 1877; of 
the M ddle States an increase of $2,818,- 
430, or 2.4 per cent; in the Southern 
States en increase of $1,717,002, or 5.8 
per cent, while in the Western States 
there is un increase of $12,079,318, or 
8.1 per cent, and in the Pacific States a 
gain of $2,531,145, or over 4.6 per ccnt 
as compared with 1877. The Pacific 
railroads show a falling off of $789,64' 
in freight* earnings.

At Plan's Hall, the other evening; A. 


A. Cohen presented to a well-filled honne 
his views upon "The Evils and Remedy 
of the Railroad Question." 


Mr. Cohen said that the concentration 


of several railroads under one manage- 
ment, in the Eastern States, has proved 
that competition is not a remedy for ex- 
orbitant freights nnd fares. 
By the 


boundary of the sea on the west and the 
Sierras ou the cost, the Pacific Slope is 
as isolated as though it were nn island, 
leaving us at present at the mercy of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company, for 
private capital will not enter into com- 
petition with the United States Treas- 
ury, ont of which the railroad was built.

A comparison was made be- 
tween the earnings of the Central Pacific 
and the New York Central, Lake Shore 
and Michigan, Michigan Central, Chica- 
go, Burliiigtou and Qaincy, and the 
Chicago 
Northwestern 
Companies, 


which showed the former largely in ex- 
cess. 
The company, continued the 


speaker, tried to divert the commerce of 
dun Francisco to Goat Island, but was 
prevented. It has, however, acquired 
the water front of Oakland, and is now 
ranking land for its warehouses, shops, 
etc., to the detriment of this city. To 
this company may be attributed the 
hard times. It is not only absorbing ull 
our profits, but a portion of our capital. 
If these men are not satisfied they 
should be made to be satisfied. The 
people will not long stand such impo- 
sitions. 


A BEMED7 SUGGESTED. 


As a remedy the speaker recommend- 


on that the people demand of those for 
whom they votp, whether Governor, 
members of the Legislature or Railroad 
Commibiiiouer, that they accomplish a 
reduction in the net earnings of t" 
railroad company of one-third of the 
present amount. Unless they arc HO 
pledged to the accomplishment of cer- 
tain and definite acts, but little substan- 
tial benefit will be received from the 
ehunge in Constitutions. When we are 
relieved ol onr imports, as we must be, 
to the extent of $3,000,000 per annum, 
we shall be a more prosperous and con- 
tented community; we shall not hear of 
hard times. Th^re will be more farm- 
ers reaping where they havo sowed than 
now. Tho time has come whou the 
great trust that has been given by the 
people to these railroad men must be 
administered in an intelligent manner, 
if it is to bo administered by them at all. 
That is all we auk, and we will not be 
content with less. We will not consent 
that these four men shall meet in their 
back room, on the corner of Fourth and 
Townseud streets, and levy imposts on 
our commerce and property, the extent 
of which we have no advice until their 
tux-gatherers knock at our doors for 
payment.

THIS VlhlTINU LtW. 


The Tuscarora Times-Review says: 
The law passed by the last Legisla- 


ture, permitting any person represent- 
ing a certain percentage of the stock of 
a mining company to go down iuto the 
mine at stated periods, was one of the 
best statutes thut was ever enacted for 
the protection of outside stockholders 
against the machinations of those hav- 
ing the management of the property. It 
is a good l.i w for nil who desire to act 
honestly and can only be objectionable 
to member* of managing rings who wish 
to take advantage of small stockholders 
by keeping them ij the dark in regard 
to the developments in the miucs, in 
which they, being part owners, have a& 
good a right to be informed about as tho 
managers themselves. The law is evi- 
dently too equitable for some of tht 
Coinstock folks, ns we notice by oui 
dispatches thut tho Superintendent of 
Hale and N'orcross has been arrested on 
a complaint of A. B. Thompson for re- 
fusing him admittance to the mine. It 
is proposed by insiders to make a test 
case evidently, as Thompson is a friend 
of the management. 
The scheme on 


foot is to test the caso nt Carson and 
break the law if possible, and it is said 
to be done in the interest of the Sierra 
Nevada. A decision sustaining the Su- 
perintendent might possibly be iu ac- 
cordance with the law, but it would cer- 
tainly be adverse to every principle of 
equity and justice.

Mxnphiuns say 
that so determined ure the people to 
get out of that city that they clamor 
with one another as a mob, and those 
passengers with the most strength and 
determination are those who run over 
the multitude of moro timid people and 
escape. People have crowded about 
the depot for twenty-four hours before 
being able to get on the train. Over- 
come with the heat and fatigue, men, 
women and children sleej. closely hud- 
dled together until moused and are told 
that the hour of their hbeiution is near 
ut hand, A fresh train Inn been made 
up, and they pass out to the transfer 
station which is also crowded, Instead 
of waiting for trains to cur.-y them thith- 
er, they go out by every conceivable con- 
veyance, and by thut muacs often take 
the places of those who h ive been forc- 
ed to come ont of the trains only to 
find that they have been deprived of 
a possibility of their early escapa to a 
.inie healthful chmnte. Under those 
Circumstances men grow desperate and 
tt^nt like tigers. Revolvers are drawn 
in the most savage determination, and 
bloodshed is only prevented by the 
interference of a strong guard."

A reporter of the Chronicle Saturday 


called upon Hon. R. M. Daggett, M. C., 
of Nevada, who is temporarily in the 
city, and interviewed him upon variouii 
topics. He said: "Tho extra session of 
the Forty-sixth Congress must have con- 
vinced any Northern man, whether Re- 
publican or Democrat, of the sincerity 
of the Southern leaders in both Houses. 
A careful scrutiny of their actions for 
more than four months developed the 
fact that they were indifferent to all leg- 
islation excepting such as was of espec- 
ial interest cither to a Southern State or 
a Southern individual. But two motives 
seemed to actuate them—to secure to 
the Southern States everything possible 
in the shape of appropriations, and to 
adroitly deprive the Federal Government 
of the means either of collecting its rev- 
enues, protecting its citizens or execut- 
ing its laws." 


GRANT'S RENOMINATION. 


Reporter—Do yon think, in the face 


of all this, that the Republican party 
will nominate General Grant? 


Mr. Daggett—The necessity of a 


strong hand is apparent to nip in the 
iMid this growing spirit of rebellion, and 
tnr> f\t*> of p.io loynl uxin are involnuta- 
i.iy turned toward Genera! Grant. Even 
conservative Northern Democrats favor 
his re-election, 
believing that his 


presence ut the head of the Government 
would put an end to lawlessness in the 
South without a resort to force. For this 
reason, and from the fact that Southern 
Republicans are almost unanimously in 
favor of the election of some one who 
understands their situation, I regard the 
nomination and re-election of Grant in 
1880 us almost a certainty. 


Rep.—What is the general sentiment 


among the people of the East on the 
Chinese question? 


Mr. Daggett—The people of the East 


and their Representatives nro beginning 
to talk more rouponubly about the Chi- 
nese question. Bluiue's clear statement 
of the situation has opened their eyes, 
and I am satisfied that some bill to re- 
strict the immigration of the Asiatics to 
the United States will pass Congress 
next winter and receive the approval of 
the President. One thing the people oi 
this coast may bo assured of—the evil 
is on the eve of correction in some 
form. 


THE RAILROAD BTRtTOOLK. 


Rep—What do you think will be the 


upshot of the ruilroad struggle at the 
next session of Congress. 


Mr. Daggett—The railroad struggle 


will be resumed early in the approaching 
December session, aud tho railroad cor- 
porations are preparing for it. They ure 
wining and diuuig Congressmen and 
prominent members of the press, and 
making themselves especially agreeable 
to men of influence; but I believe the 
Reagan bill will pasti and become a law. 
it will go through the House without 
much discussion, and I hope they may 
not bo ublo to keep it pocketed by the 
Railroad Committee in tho Senate, 
where it died last year. All the bill re- 
quires is that railroad companies shall 
charge no more for a shorter than a 
longer distance, God knows, this looks 
reasonable enough, but yet they aro not 
satisfied with it. The Central Pacific 
managers object to being deprived of 
tho privilege of stealing three of four 
millions of dollars annually from the 
people of Nevada, by charging them 
through rates to San Francisco from any 
point cast of the Missouri river, with 
wuy rates back added; but the outrage is 
too flagrant to last much longer and it 
will und must be corrected. The strong 
hand of public sentiment is reaching for 
their throats, and they will be compelled 
to act decently in the end. The people 
of Nevada havo been especially afflicted 
by these railroad robbers, und their for- 
bearuuco in not wrecking the truius over 
which their persecutors pass through the 
Stato shows that they .ire Christians.
